In response to the Election/Restriction Requirement mailed January 21 , ^03, 
the Applicants which to point out that the Examiner may have overlooked claims 9-20 in 
this application. 

The Examiner has given an election of species requirement with respect to 
Figures 1-5b and Figures 6-8. The Examiner noted that claim 1 is generic. 

The Applicants hereby elect to have further prosecution on the embodiment of 
Figures 1-5b with respect to the means for attaching the handle or broom stick. Claims 
2-4, 7 and 8 read on this particular embodiment. In view of the Examiner's holding that 
claim 1 is generic, claims 9-20 should also be examined at this time since they depend 
directly or indirectly from claim 1 . That is, the Applicant has made no election at this 
time with respect to the means of attaching the handle or broom stick and the means for 
attaching the surface cleaner. 

Consequently, an early examination and favorable action on the merits on claims 
1-4, and 7-20 are respectfully requested.
